MONTGOMERY, Ala., Feb. 
11— 
Alabama now has approximately 980 
miles of highways of a higher type 
than water-bound 
macadam 
which 
were improved with state funds, ac­ 
cording to a compilation, just com­ 
pleted by the state highway commis­ 
sion. 
Of the 980 miles of improved 
roads on January 1, there were about 
ninety miles of concrete it was stat­ 
ed. These figures do not include the 
mileage improved with county funds, 
it was pointed out by officials who 
stated that the approximate road mile- 
tge in Alabama including both 
im­ 
proved roads outside of cities and 
towns was 56,550 miles. 
Seven percent of the present high­ 
way system receives federal aid, mak­ 
ing a total of approximately 3,958 
miles it was said. 
State funds are 
not limited to this mileage. _ 
Of the ninety miles of paved roads 
completed on Januar* 1, 41.6 were 
completed during the year 1924 at a 
cost of $1,291.684.95 while there were 
15,815 linear feet of bridge work com­ 
pleted at a cost f $1,478,849.44. The 
road program of the commission runs 
from June 25 to June 26 and the es­ 
timated mileage to be constructed dur­ 
ing 1925 Is not available at the pres­ 
ent time, it was stated. 
The 1925 program of construction 
will however, eclipse that of tfye past 
year, according to W. S. Kelier, state 
highway engineer who pointed 
out 
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seven million dollars worth of bonds 
of the twenty fiye million dollar fssue 
which will be available for construc­ 
tion purposes in addition to the 
amount of federal aid and the pro­ 
gram under construction at present.
